And Consoling to Those Who Have No 
Place to Go to in the 
Country. 


There are days in our lives that rouse all 
the vaurien in one’s nature, and make us wish 
that, with a few civilized accessories, including 
a damask towel and a cake of Lubin soap in our 
pockets, we might luxuriate as vagabonds upon 
the face of the earth. Lovely June and Oc- 
tober days, in which simply to live and breathe, 
ere ecstatic happiness; and one would gladly be 
the idlest nomad that ever wandered unfettered 
by the cares of civilized lifo, or the laziest of 
Lotos-eaters drifting down the stream of Time. 


These, however, are very few, and “the cares 


that infest the day” press t pon us, urging us to 
decisive action, and, in order to accomplish any- 
thing well, it is necessary to have some perma- 
nent standpoint, from which all our ~ sntures 
shall be made, and to shick all the returns ehall 
be brought, This brings us at once to the ~ 
tion which we wish to consider, as to where that 
standpoint, to which we give that good old Eng- 
lish name of Home, can be most advautageous- 
ly situated. 

With maturer years, and as our children grow 
np around us, we are led to consider where they 
can be brought up with the most beneficial in- 
fluences acting upon their physical, moral, and 
lutellectual status. 

HEALTH. 

Formerly the cry was, Take your children 
into the country if you would have them 
healthy ; let them have pure air, and plenty of 
it ; plain country fare ; and go to bed and get up 
with the birds. The city reeks with disease ; it 
is overcrowded, and the little ones cannot play 
out of doors.” The popular fallacy that the 
country is more healthy than the city is, except 
in the minds of those who deliberately shut their 
eyes to plain facts, completely exposed. Did 
pou ever go into the country in autumn months 

that you did not hear warning rumors of fever ? 
You, city-bred, to whom fever means 
some imported epidemic, open your 
eyes and ask, What kind?” The 
usual answer is, Typhoid, occasionally 
varied with Spotted; or, as wé should say, Ce- 
rebro-Spiual-Meningites. These, the effects of 
dampness, frequently assume an epidemic form, 
and if, in the typhoid condition, they are not us- 
ually fatal, they weaken the constitution, and 
act as an admirable fertilizer to aid the growth 
of such other seeds of disease as accident or in- 
heritance may have planted in the system. 

No place seems geographically exempt from 
this unhealthy influence. Prairie, sea-shore, or 
mountain-side appear to suffer equally from this 
conditional malaria; while well-pa ved streets of- 
- fer an almost insuperable obstacle to the dissem- 

ination of its malignant action. 

There are seasons, of course, when, sweeping 


over the land, Pestilence comes with her death- 


dealing power, and seemingly her harvest is 
much larger in the city than in country byways ; 
but people seem to forget the immense differ- 
ence in population. Five hundred deaths per 
week in a city having a population of half a 
mi lion would be a very large estimate, and yet 
it would only be equivalent to two deaths per 
week in whose inhabitants 
bered 2,000, which, we think, is quite as much 
below the average as the former is beyond. 
With the intelligent application of scientific dis- 
toveries to the prevention and cure of disease, 
which finds its ablest interpreters within the 
confines of a city, there is no doubt that, physio- 
ally, people are better off there than in the 


country. 
GOING INTO THE COUNTRY. 
A mutual interchange of courtesies lbetween 


the residents of te vn and country is undoubted- - 


ly advantageous tc both, for a certain amount of 
change is necessary to invigorateone. Underthe 
broiling sun of July and August, one gladly 
flees from the sight of baked bricks and mortar 
to the view of green fields, and we were about 
to say salt waters, but we think Chicagoans get 
a surfeit of that in their own river, which might 
be leas objectionable if it could be distilled; so 
we will suggest instead a babbling brook, pel- 
Incid stream, or picturesque lake.

From Our Own Correspondent. , 
Maxicora We1is, Arizona, Jan. 1, 1873. 
The Apache Indians are at present occupying 

the attention of a portion of the people of the 
United States, and a few words concerning them 
may not be amise. It may not be correct to 
characterize one tribe of Indians as being more 
savage any other; but my belief is, that the 
Apaches are—all things considered—the 7 
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ot any Indians now living witbin the boundaries 


of the territory belonging to the United States, 
and, I might say with truth, within the limits of 
the two Continents of America. They are as un- 
tamed and untamable as a band of wolves, 

the shedding of blood furnishes them the most 
delightful pastime. They never have been sub- 
fined by the white people, whether Spaniards, 
Mexicans, or Americans, and he who sup- 
poses they can be conquered as easily 
as some of our Northern tribes have been, 
is greatly mistaken. They make treaties in 


order to gain time, and may promise to behave 


better in future; but all experience with them 


has shown that they are incapable of carrying 


vut the obligations of a treaty, and only wait for 
an opportunity to commit fresh atrocities and 
pew murders. They live by robbery and plun- 
der, and have no wish to change. For more than 
two centuries, their intercourse with the whites 
bas been blackened by every act which can 
degrade humanity ; and the monuments of their 
athievements may be found in the ehimneys left 
from burned dwellings, and the blackened 
hearthstones of once happy firesides. They have 
revelled in the very depths of iniquity, and 
added new methods of cruelty to those already 
known to mankind. Their time is spent jn plan- 
ning new outrages, and in contriving unheard-of 
barbarities. 
THESE INDIANS RANGE THROUGH 

Arizona, a portion of New Mexico, Sonora, and

about wherever they may think best, being ab- 
solutely free in all tͤeir movements, and under 
po restraint whatever.

Perhaps there 
is not on earth a purer democracy than that 
which exists among the Apaches. j 
THEY WERE FIRST MET BY OUR PEOPLE 

in New Mnxico in 1846, while our troops were 
marching through that country on their way to 
California. They were north of the Gila River, 
iu what is now known as Arizona. Knowing the 
Americans were at war with the Mexicans, they 
claimed the former as their friends, and marched 
with them over the country for several days, 


aud. in fact, sold them several horses. 


The leader of this band was a woman 60 years 
ef age, or thoreabout, dressed in some finery 
which she and her followers had stolen in one of 
sheir forrays in Sonora, and had on a magnifi-

They have no hesitation in saying that he who 
works is a slave, and have vo desire to enter into 
the condition of slavery. When appealed to, 
21 in these words: I have my horse, 
my bow and arrows, and my saddle. What more 
do Iwant? The Mexican farmers raise what 
food I require, and, when this fails, I can live 
upon the xggois and game which I find in the 
mountains. Why should I work? No, sir, my 
ancestors lived without, work, and it is my in- 
tention to follow their example.” 

There is the whole business in a nutshell. 
Our people believe it is healthier and better for 
men to labor. The Apaches believe. no such 
thing ; and, moreover, they will not work, ex- 
cept it be fora short time, in order that they 
may more thoroughly and effectually throw sand 


in the eyes of those who have them in charge. 


There is no method of intimidating them, for 
A BRAVER PEOPLE 

do not walk the earth. They sometimes fight at 
fearful odds, and, when cornered, no tiger in his 
native lair could show more courage, ferocity, 
and determination. It is always best to give 
the devil his due,” and it is due to these devils 
of Apaches to say that no human beings have 
ever fought with more desperation, They fight 
for the sheer love of fighting, aud all the Sunday- 
school .teachers in the land cannot pray this 
fighting spirit out of them: I know them per- 
haps better than the Sunday-school teachers do.

IT CANNOT BE DONE, 
and believe that — predictions iu regard to 
them will be verified ; for this is certain, the 
never can, and never will, become civilized.

impelled thereto by fear. Such a thing as de- 
cency is utterly beyond their comprehension. ‘ A 


free and voluntary gift from one friend to 


another is eomething they cannot understand. 
In all the world, there is not a more unpriuci- 
pled and cruel race of meu. | 
THERE ARE SEVERAL BANDS, 
known as Mescalero, Pinal, Toato, Jicarilla, 
Gila, and Mogollon Apaches, and the Apache 
Mohaves. I have also heard the Navajos called 
the Navajo Apaches. They are not equally 
bad, though allof them are bad enough. As 
Ben B—— used to say about whiskey: There 
is no such thing as bad whiskey; some whiskey 
is better than other whiskey, but there is no 
such thing as bad whiskey.” | 


So it is with these miscreants; there are no 


good ones among them: some are worse than 
others, but none are — and, af a friend of 
mine expresses it: ‘They are all a st of holi- 
fled wretches of hell.” 5 

I might go on and enumerate the outraces 
that have been committed by them, but this 
could do no good, and soul-harrowing narratives 
are not the most pleasant reading to a person of 
intelligence.

try, and one can almost fancy he sees the lands 
and houses of the old landholders, who had

Historical Statements. 


To the Editor cf The Chicago Tribune : 


Sir: Your entertainipg and generally accurate 
Washington correspondent, in his letter of the 
8th inst., printed in yesterday's issue, inadver- 
tently does injustice, to the memory of one of 
the most distinguished of the soldiers of the 


Revolutionary war. He says: 


The third General-in-Chief, so-called, was Arthur St, 
Clair, who held the but a little while, and was the 
subject of a burst of rage from President 
Ww when St. Clair had lost nearly all his 
army near the Miami villages.

The rank held by St. Clair at the time referred 


pi 
to was that of Major General. He was assigned, 


by order of the President, to the command of 


the troops—regulars and raw militia to the num- 
ber of about 2,300—chosen to operate agaihat 
the Indians of the West. He styles himself, in 
his official papers, ‘‘ Commandor-in-Chief.” 

I object more to the spirit than to the lan- 
guage (though that will ke found to be incor- 
rect) of Gath's The impression 
conveyed is, that Washington was so augry on 
account of the defeat of thearmy that he would 
have had its commander promptly court-mar- 
tialed, but was conetrained to omit that form 
of military justice on account of the 


“deficiency of officers of rank competent 


to form such a Court.” The official records 
place the matter in adifferent light. They show 
that the unfortunate General, stung by unjust 
public criticism, demanded a hearing before a 


Military Court; and that Washington, in com- 


municating to him the impracticability of conati- 
tuting such a Court, endeavored to soothe his 
wounded feelings. It i certain that he con- 
tinued to honor him with his confidence and 
friendship.” But, before completing the evi- 
dence that the defeat of St. Clair was not at- 
tributed by the President, or well-informed per- 
sons, to incompetency or lack of courage, per- 
mit me to refer at some length to the “burst of 
rage” alluded to by your correspondent in his 
very interesting’ letter. The story is told by 
Rush in his account of the domestic life of 
Washington, and is repeated by Irviug. . 

The officer bearing the despatches from the 
defeated army arrived at the President's house, 
in Philadelphia, towards the close of a December 


day, and demanded immediate admittance to the 


President. The latter was at dinner with com- 
pany, but finally a servant ventured into the 
dining-room and communicated the matter to 
Mr. Lear, who, after a conference with the mes- 
senger, returned to the dining-room, and, in a 
whisper, conveyed to the President the news of 
the disaster. Washington rose from the table 


and went into the hall, whence he returned in a 
short time and resumed his seat, apologizing for 
his abse but without alluding to the cause of 


it. One of the company, however, overheard 
him, as he took his seat, matter to himself, with 
an ejaculation of extreme impatience, ‘1 knew 


it would be 80.“

The bills which have been out- 
lined so far seem to be confined to a limitation 
of the power of the higher Conrts in reviewing 
murder t#ials. There is, however, a still greater 
necessity for limiting the power of the lower 
tribunals, in which crimes of violence are per- 
mitted to escape with such slight penalties as 
clear the way for an increase of murders,
